Royal Exiles 
to Leave 
Romania 


By WALTER KOLARZ 
Bucharest, Rmania, Dec. 31 — 


(UP) — .former King Michael, his 
mother Queen Helen and UO mem- 
bers of tne royal court will fly into 
exile today while the Communist- 
uommatea government of Premier 
Pelru Groza moves swiftly to es- 
tablish a new rtomanian republic. 


Announcement that 
the 
entire 
Romanian court would go into exile 
by plane only 24 hoars after Mi- 
cnaei's unexpecled abdicalion was 
inade oy official government quar- 
ters. 


This source said that the 26-year- 


old Michael, his mother and the 60 
courtiers still are 
at 
the 
royal 


palace at Sinai where they have 
remained 
since 
the 
abdication 
proclamation was read to parlia- 
ment yesterday. 


The royal family will be sent into 


exile tonight on a special train to 
Switzerland by way 
of Budapest 


and Vienna if 
weather 
prevents 
tne planes from departing, xne gov- 
ernment spokesman 'said. 


Michael and his mother will fly 


out 
in 
his 
private 
beechcraft 
which he used to fly to London 
six weeks ago to attend the wed- 
aing of Princess Elizabeth. They 
will carry two relief pilots, indi- 
cating the flight may be a long one. 


The announcement that the en- 
tire court would leave at once co- 
incided 
with 
the 
government 
broadcasts summoning the people 
of every Romanian city to attend 
government-sponsored 
assemblies 
and rallies later today to celebrate 
the birth of the republic. 


It was 
believed 
that 'Michael 
might go straight to Copenhagen, 
the capital of flenmark and home 
of his nancee, 24-year old Princess 
Anne of Bourbon Parma, for love 
of whom he

manian government and lost. 


An authority clocely connected to 


the royal household said that the 
king's sudden abdication was fore- 
seen neither by himself nor the

Him to return if his abdication was 
expected so soon, even though it 
was generally believed in Romania
